Next , tables present a course registration 
summary by program for 1982 ; the .^number of classes and average class 
size by program f d^^r 1978-1982; aftd student . semester hours (SSri) and 
course full-time equivalent (FTE) enrollment by program for 
1978-1982 . Finally , information is provided for each college on 
registration by prOygram; number of classes and average class size; 
SSH's and course FTE; and classes with less than 10 students. f 
Highlighted findings include the following: (1) an increase in all 
course registration measures ( e .g ., courses , classes, student and 
instructor contact hours, and course FTE) to their highest level in 5 
years; (2) less substantial increases 'in course registration measures 
than in overall student enrollment; ( 3) comparable increases in the / 
nuptber of general education and • vocat ional education courses (3% 
each); (4) maintenance of the average class size for the system as a 
whole a^t 24 students; and (5) a decrease in the number and proportion 
of small classes.

HTCHLIGtrrS 

All course registration measures (courses, classes„,semester hours, 
student registrations, student semester hours, course PTE, 
instructor and student contact' hours) are at their highest level in 
5 years (Table 1). Each . of the measures has also shown steady 
growth feince Fall 1979, marking three straight years of gains. 

The increases in*' course registration measures are consistent with 
Sis fall's record high enrollment of 22,176, a record brought 
axjut by a 7% increase over last fall's record high enrollment, 
fcst course registration measures increased between 2% and 4%, 
somewhar less than the percentage gain in enrollment. The 
difference between,- the enrollment and course registration growth 
■ rate rs due. /mainly to the growing hiimber and proportion of 
• part-time studentfs attending the 6ommun|ty colleges. 

The 3% growth in the total number of classes offerred is shared 
7* rather evenly by the general and vocational education course areas, 
with each ,sho^g a 3% increase (Table 5). However, individual 
campuses varied in the percentage change in the "^r of classes 
offered. , Ttie changes tanged from -3% (Windward) to +12% 
(Kapiolani) for the general education course area, and fron -7% 
(Kauai) to +30% (Windward) for the vocational education -course 



area. 



overall SSH's showed a 4% increase over last fall, wi^ general and 
vocational education course areas marking gains of 3% and 5%, 
respectively (Table 6) . Xlianges in SSH ' s generated varied f cot 
to 4pus and ranged from -2% (Windward) to +9% (Maui t for 
education coursel, and from -1% (Honolulu) to +20% (Maui) 
for vocational education courses. 

Average class sizes (Table 2) are about the same as last f^ll: 24 
for the system and ranging f-ran 18. (Kauai) to 27 ^^P^^l^l-f^ 
average class size of general education courses (26 stuctents) is 
again larger than that in vocational education courses (22 
'Students).. 



The number and broportion of classes with nine or fewer students 
decreased this f^ll (Table 3) , Itie 125 "small classes" is the 
lowest number since Fall 1979. - 

SUMMARY 

All course registration measures, in line with this fall's record 
high student enrollment, are at their highest level in five years. Most 
measures increased between 2% and 4%. Average class ^ize continues to 
rmain at 24. There were 125 "small classes" (fewer than 9 students), the, 
lowest number since Fall 1979.
